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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
Applicant's assertion that there is no motivation to combine the references and that the Examiner is using improper hindsight. 

First, the Examiner submits that it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based 
upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the 
claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is 
proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

In addition, as discussed in the KSR International Co. v. Teleflex Inc. et al., 550 U.S. (2007), "[o]ften, it will be necessary for a court to 

look to interrelated teachings of multiple patents; the effects of demands known to the design community or present in the marketplace; 
and the background knowledge possessed by a person having ordinary skill in the art, all in order to determine whether there was an 
apparent reason to combine the known elements in the fashion claimed by the patent at issue. To facilitate review, this analysis should be 
made explicit. See In re Kahn, 441 F. 3d 977, 988 (CA Fed. 2006) ('[RJejections on obviousness grounds cannot be sustained by mere 
conclusory statements; instead, there must be some articulated reasoning with some rational underpinning to support the legal conclusion 
of obviousness*). As our precedents make clear, however, the analysis need not seek out precise teachings directed to the specific 
subject matter of the challenged claim, for a court can take account of the inferences and creative steps that a person of ordinary skill in 
the art would employ." 

Here, Fuerst discloses a customer service work group (i.e., seller) interested in customer (i.e., buyer) feedback on the company's products 
(column 2, lines 63-67). As such, both Fuerst and the Feedback Forum are indeed concerned with user feedback. 
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
